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From  the  Desk  of 
Rabbi  Steinberg 

This  is  a  plea  for  the  revival  of  the 
custom  of  davening,  that  usage  of  all  our 
fathers,  of  most  of  us  in  our  youth,  and 
of  some  of  us  to  the  present,  whereby 
a  stated  period  each  day  is  set  apart  for 
religious  exercises.  I  enter  this  plea 
not  necessarily  on  behalf  of  the  tradi¬ 
tional  shape  and  content  of  the  practice 
which  would  involve  the  use  of  the  talith 
and  teflin  and  the  recitation  of  the  fixed 
worship  text  of  the  Siddur,  though,  I 
believe,  the  tradition,  where  it  is  mean¬ 
ingfully  maintained  or  retrievable,  is 
preferable  to  most  alternatives.  My  con¬ 
cern  however  is  less  with  the  details  of 
the  institution  than  its  essence.  I  am 
eager  that  Jews  should  recover  regular 
habits  and  skills  in  spiritual  reflection. 

Meditation  is  a  lost  art  among  us. 
We  have  either  never  practiced  it  at  all 
or,  if  we  once  did,  have  long  since  put 
it  aside  to  make  time  for  more  pressing, 
supposedly  more  practical  activities.  In 
the  former  case  we  have  never  discov¬ 
ered  it,  in  the  latter  we  have  forgotten 
the  very  possibility  of  it,  let  alone  its 
utility,  indeed  its  sheer  necessity. 

For  he  who  does  not  meditate  is,  first 
of  all,  less  than  a  man,  since  through 
what,  if  not  through  reflective  thought, 
is  the  human  being  rendered  truly  hu¬ 
man?  He  is  more  harried  and  driven 
than  he  need  be,  lacking  the  refreshing, 
tranquillizing  influence  of  “quiet  times 
of  the  soul  ’.  And  for  want  of  consid¬ 
eration  he  knows  less  than  he  should  of 
what  life  is  about  and  what  he  is  living 
for.  Wherefore  he  is  the  more  likely  to 


be  such  an  unfortunate  as  Walter  Lipp- 
mann  described  in  his  Preface  to  Morals 
when  he  referred  to  those  people  who 
increase  their  efforts  the  less  clear  they 
become  as  to  aims. 

No,  there  is  no  alternative.  Man,  es¬ 
pecially  the  man  of  religious  interests, 
must  ever  wax  in  reflectiveness  if  he  is 
not  to  wane  in  spirituality. 

But  how  does  one  go  about  this  enter¬ 
prise — so  unfamiliar  to  so  many  of  us — 
of  meditation?  What  does  one  think 
about?  What  does  one  do  in  the  process 
with  one’s  self,  one  s  hands  and  feet,  not 
to  mention  one’s  random  thoughts  and 
impulses? 

Let  me  say  here  and  now  that  I  have 
no  desire  to  set  myself  up  as  an  expert 
at  this  delicate  art.  Yet  I  am  not  alto¬ 
gether  a  novice  either.  No  one  who  has 
lived  a  Jewish  religious  life  can  be  with¬ 
out  first-hand  experience  of  devotional 
expression.  And  I  have  made  my  own 
experiments  also  both  with  traditional 
procedures  and  with  others  of  my  own 
originating.  From  both  sources  I  have 
evolved  the  following  rules  which  I  set 
forth  as  a  kind  of  “Guide  to  Beginners 
in  Spiritual  Exercises”. 

1.  A  time  must  be  set  aside  for  the 
purpose.  It  need  not  be  long;  but  neither 
may  it  be  too  brief.  In  any  case,  it  must 
not  be  rushed.  And  it  must  be  kept  sacred 
to  its  dedication.  The  ancient  rabbis 
knew  what  they  were  about  when  they 
prescribed  fixed  schedules  for  worship 
and  study. 

2.  A  text  is  necessary.  He  who  sets  out 
to  think  without  knowing  what  about  is 
in  danger  of  ending  up  nowhere.  A  book 
provides  a  point  of  departure. 

3.  The  right  text  is  necessary.  Right  in 
content  it  must  be  concerned  with  God, 
the  Good  and  Man.  Right  in  format:  it 
must  be  divided  into  short  passages. 
Right  in  spirit;  it  must  be  poetic,  ardent, 
suggestive. 

The  Bible,  especially  Psalms,  is  per¬ 
fect  for  the  purpose.  (I  recommend  par¬ 
ticularly  the  Soncino  edition  of  Psalms, 
edited  by  A.  Cohen,  with  Hebrew  and 
English  texts  and  commentary.)  Among 
other  books  which  will  serve  are  Buber’s 
Ten  Runs,  the  wonderfully  rich  supple¬ 
ment  to  the  Reconstructionist  Sabbath 
Prayer  Book,  or,  outside  the  specifically 
Jewish  field,  such  anthologies  of  great 
utterances  as  The  Perennial  Philosophy, 
or  The  Practical  Cogitator,  or  the  newly 
published  Words  To  Live  By. 


4.  From  reading  one  moves  on  to  re¬ 
flection.  One  proceeds  to  think  of  what 
has  been  read,  to  ask  what  truth  has 
been  disclosed,  what  beauty  revealed, 
what  goodness  suggested. 

5.  Thought  becomes  worship.  What¬ 
ever  the  truth,  beauty  or  goodness,  it 
must  be  referred  back  to  God  and  for¬ 
ward  to  action.  This  twofold  reference 
is  the  substance  of  worship.  As  to  form, 
worship  may  use  the  language  of  prayer 
or  of  reflection,  as  one  prefers.  It  can 
be  as  formal  or  informal  as  the  spirit 
requires.  (This  is  the  point  at  which,  be¬ 
ing  a  traditionally  reared  Jew,  I  recite 
my  Sliaharith .) 

6.  Setting  and  appurtenances. 

a.  One  needs  to  be  alone  and  unin¬ 

terrupted. 

b.  The  cooperation  of  the  other 

members  of  one’s  family  must 
be  enlisted  to  ensure  privacy  and 
freedom  from  interruptions. 

c.  Talith  and  teflin,  in  the  case  of 

morning  devotion,  are  immense¬ 
ly  helpful.  Garbed  in  them,  one 
feels,  I  have  found  in  my  own 
experience,  isolated  from  ordin¬ 
ary  and  humdrum  concerns,  es¬ 
pecially  close  to  Jewish  aspira¬ 
tion,  indeed  to  all  things  spir¬ 
itual. 

*  *  * 

It  may  seem  a  far  cry  from  the  ter¬ 
rible  and  practical  urgencies,  Jewish 
and  human,  of  the  hour  to  the  theme  of 
this  column. 

Yet,  this  word  is  not  “far  from  you”, 
not  when  one  considers  that  it  is  by 
virtue  of  activities  of  this  order  that 
Israel  survived  in  the  past;  that  it  is  in 
purposes  such  as  this  that  Judaism  finds 
its  point  in  the  present;  that  it  is  out  of 
such  pursuits  that  men  may  justifiably 
cherish  hopes  for  their  self-regenera¬ 
tion  in  the  future.

Palestine  are  urgently  needed.  These 
items  which  are  relatively  plentiful  in 
this  country  and  easily  obtainable  do 
not  fall  under  any  existing  embargo. 

Inasmuch  as  the  collection  and  ship¬ 
ment  of  individual  items  would  not  be 
practical,  donations  of  materials  in 
quantity  from  manufacturers,  distribu¬ 
tors  and  retailers  are  desired.  However, 
small  groups  of  individuals  acting  in 
concert  can  amass  a  suitable  quantity  of 
any  one  item  which  would  be  practical 
to  handle  and  ship.

Mrs.  Frances  Peiper  has  been  obtain¬ 
ing  talent  for  these  musicales  for  so  long 
that  nobody  can  remember  when  she 
didn’t.  Since  artists  do  not  get  paid  for 
their  services,  there  are  nightly  prayers 
around  the  month  of  March  that  some 
prominent  prospect  will  not  get  a  paying 
job  for  the  day  of  luncheon. 

Mrs.  Juliet  Levin  who,  as  Sisterhood 
President,  may  be  found  buzzing  about 
behind  luncheon  scenes,  well  remembers 
the  year  that  a  certain  hotel  waiter  re¬ 
fused  to  help  move  a  piano  because  he 
was  not  in  the  mover’s  union.  So,  a  few 
members  of  Sisterhood  promptly  formed 
their  own  union,  and  the  piano  was  prop¬ 
erly  placed. 

Which  proves  that  there  are  plenty  of 
women  who  realize  that  for  Sisterhood 
to  continue  as  a  thriving  praisworthy 
communal  group,  all  the  women  of 
Synagogue  must  work  to  make  it  so.  Are 
you  coming?
